2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 

A method for operating a sequential color display system including a color changer 
and an imager, which operate in combination to sequentially illuminate at least one 
pixel with each of a set primary colors (abstract; fig. 1), comprising the steps of: 

applying a control signal to the imager to cause the imager to illuminate at least one 
pixel for each primary color at a brightness level in accordance with the control signal 
(col. 1, lines 33-52); 

using light occurring during at least one first spoke, corresponding to a first interval 
when the color changer transitions from one color to another, when at least pixel has 
a brightness level above a first prescribed threshold for at least one color (col. 6, lines 
51-61 and col. 7, lines 28-44); and 

altering the control signal when the light is used during such spoke to decrease 
brightness of at the least one color in substantial time proximity to the occurrence of 
the spoke to compensate for the brightness increase caused by using the light during 
such spoke (col. 1 1 , lines 20-23). 

Therefore the subject matter of claim 1 is not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.2 It should be noted that the main idea of the teaching of D1 is the use of white spoke 

light which is done by averaging the light of the individual spokes that occur upon 
^ rotation of the color wheel, whereas the present application is more concentrated on

5 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 11 
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5.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 1 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 
33(3) PCT. 

The subject matter of independent claim 1 1 comprises the features of claim 7 which 
is not new and the additional feature "... to decrease pixel brightness during the pulse 
width segments occurring substantially immediately before and after the at least one 
first spoke in order to compensate for the brightness increase from the spoke light". 

The vague and relative term "substantially immediately before and after" does not 
introduce any restriction on the time when the "altering step" is applied and thus it 
does not indicate how the intended technical effect is achieved. Therefore the subject 
matter of claim 1 1 does not contain any additional feature that meets the 
requirements of Article 33(1) PCT in respect of inventive step. 

6 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 

6.1 Dependent claims 2-6, 8-10, 12-14, 16-20 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, the reasons being as follows: 

6.2 The additional features of dependent claims 6, 20 are also disclosed in D1 (see col. 
11, lines 45-52). 

6.3 The subject matters of claims 2 and 16 do not involve an inventive step for the same 
reason as mentioned in paragraph 5.1 . 

6.4 The subject matters of 3, 4, 5, 8, 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, 17, 18, 19 appear to be obvious 
measures for the skilled person, in the light of the teachings of D1 and D2 which are 
in the same technical field, for the following reason: 

The difference of the subject matters of said claims from D1 is that they use different 
first and second threshold values for different primary colors. The technical problem
